That it is the best bond ssle in the history of Newark, though 


the rate of interest is lower. 


That the premium paid is a handsome one 
($10,150) 
and 
as 


much as could have been secured. 


That the xvater company was back of the suit he was asked to 


bring enjoining the public sale. 


FLORY & FLORY CLAIM 


That the vaster works bond sale is illegal and that thousands of 


dollars of the city's money was thus given away. 


Th.it there was no cdurt order disolving the injunction against the 


issue of bonds. 


That bonds had not been advertised 30 days as required by law, 


but only 29 days. 


That they-could net be sold privately unt'l they had been offered 


at public sale, and they were not offered at public sate owing to injunc- 
tion proceedings. 


That one Newark bank had offered twice the premium received 


at private sale made to Cincinati and Cleveland firms. 


The f300,000 worth of the municipal 


bonds of the city of Newark, tor the 
purpose of erecting a new water 
•works system, were sold Monday at 
private sale by Mayor A. J. Crilly, City 
Auditor F. T. Maurath and City Solic- 
itor Phil B. Smythe, Hees R. Jones and 
Jos. R. Moser, members of the finance 
committee. 


The bonds were delivered in Cleve- 


land by Solicitor Smythe and Auditor 
Maurath who returned to Newark v, ith 
the money $316,527, Monday evening. 
Of the sum $10,150 is premiurj and 
$6,377 accrued interest. 
The bonds 


being dated July 1, 1904. 


This fact was foreshadowed by 


The Advocate on Monday evening, and 
the prophecy was confirmed by the re- 
port of the finance committee which 
was lead in council meeting Monday 
evening. 


The report was in substance as fol- 


lows : 


"On the 17th. clay of December the 


finance committee, the mayor and city 
auditor met in joir-t 
session, and a 


proposition offered by Dennifon. Pryor 
& Co., of Cleveland, and Seasoncood & 
Meyer, of Cincinnati, to purchase the 
issue of $300,000-bonds, forlpar with 
accrued interest from 
date of sale, 


with a premium of $10,150, was accept- 
ed and the bonds were sold and de- 
livered to them/' 


When the report was read dead si- 


lence prevailed in the chamber. Mem- 
bers of council and spectators alike 
were almost taken off their feet by the 
boldness of the officials in thus selling 
the bonds secretly and at private sale 
Member Rees R. Jones 
moved the 


adoption of the 
report which

signed by himself and J. R. Mcser. 
The other member of the finance com- 
mittee, \V. E. Miller, had not signeti 
the report.

have ever heard of. The solicitor goes 
into court and asks for an injunction 
io prevent the sale of bonds, which is 
granted. TAO days later he goes into

court and tne case is dropped. The 
finance committee, the mayor, solici- 
tor and clerk then secretly sell the 
issue without any authority of 
the 


council and without the knowledge of 
several members of the finance com- 
mittee, from whom this report pur- 
ports to come. This council has cer- 
tain functions, one of which is to take 
care of the finances of tae city, and I 
don't like the looks of this- sale at all." 


Solicitor Smythe tiien explained his 


position by saying: 


"I was se-ved with a notice from a 


taxpayer to bring a suit for an injunc- 
tion. I answered that I would bring 
the suit but that he must furnish me 
with sufficient facts to maintain it. He 
wanted me to allege in the petition as 
one of the principal grounds for the in- 
junction that the bonds 
would not 


have been advertised 30 days on De- 
cember 15, the day on which the bids 
were TO have been opened. 
I never 


did take any stock in this allegation 
and it appeared to me utter foolish- 
ness. 


"But T began the suit, which [ have 


every reason to believe was instigated 
by the water works company. I did 
this because had I allowed the tax- 
payer to bring it there would nave 
been a great deal of delay. The alle- 
gations I made in the petition I Jid not 
believe myself and so stated in open 
court." 


Judge Hunter: "Who swore to the 


petition, Mr. Smythe?" 


Suiicitor: 
"I did, not as an indi- 


vidual, but in my official eapaUty.'' 


judge Hunter 
jrspatiently). "Will

Mr. Jones then stated that two years 


ago the people of Newark voted to is- 
roie thc^e bonds and what had been 
douo was merely carrying out the will 
of the people. The money was now 
in the hands of the city, and if it was 
decided to purchase the old plant the 
necessary amount could be taken from 
the fund and used to buy the plant. 


.Tuige Hunter: "The tentleraan is 


mistaken, honestly so, I have no doubt, 
•>ut the vote of the people authorized 
the council to issue bonds for the 


building of a water works plant, and 
not one cent of The amount realized 
from such saie can be used to purchase 
a plant or tor any other 
purpose. 


Transferring money from one 
fund 


to another in the adjastmr-nt of tax 
rates, etc., is expressly 
allowed by 


statute, but when ihe people authorize 
the expenditure of money lor one pur- 
ose, it can be made for no other. This 
is the law of Ohio, well settled and 
indisputable. 
There has 
been too 


much secrecy about this sale. The 
council was not consulted in the mat- 
ter, but throe men dodge to Cleveland 
and sell $300,000 worth of city bonds 
at private sale in defiance of tbe order 
of council to sell at public sale. Do 
the gentlemen think we, who knew 
nothing about this sale 
cannot 
be 


trusted? Then why were we ignored in 
the matter?" 


There were no further remarks and 


a vote on Jones' motion to adept the 
report was lost. 


Those voting to adopt were Jones, 


Carlile, Moser; against adoption. Hun- 
ter, Conrad, Miller.

New York, Dec. 20.—Senator Thom- 


as C. Platt has called a conference of 
Republicans to meet in the Fifth Ave- 
nue hotel Wednesday to take meas- 
ures for the re-election of Senator De- 
pew. 
More than 50 invitations have 


been issued to leaders and legislators. 
Seator Platt says that this conference 
is called largely for the purpose of 
neutralizing the effect of the recent 
conference at which Governor Odell 
and many other prominent Republi- 
cans were present, and which showed 
itself strongly in favor of Prank S. 
Black's candidacy. When asked wheth- 
er he had invited Governor Ortell to 
consult with him.. Senator Platt re- 
plied: "Of course I have not done so. 
The governor is backing the other 
man." 


Senator Platt said that he had visit- 


ed Wall street and consulted with a 
very large number of prominent Re- 
publicans, all of whom, he added, he 
had found to be enthusiastically in 
favor of the re-election of Senator De- 
pew. Regarding who would be pres- 
ent at the conference. Senator Platt 
said: "Republicans who are interest- 
ed in the election of a United States 
senator are men of different parts of 
the state. I shall not turn anybody 
away. 
I want to find out where we 


stand, and I propose getting to the 
bottom of the matter." 


Governor Odell. Senator Platt said, 


was 
mistaken if he believed that 


Black would have a majority in the 
legislature. "He has not even a ma- 
jority of the Republicans," he said. 
When asked how Governor-elect Hig- 
gins stood on the question of the sen- 
atorship, Senator Platt replied that he 
did not know, but that he hoped to be 
able to "smoke him out" before long. 
. Ex-Governor Black came to the city 
from Troy. When asked whether the 
announcement, of his candidacy in the 
Troy Times was authoritative, he re- 
plied that, h? was not yet prepared to 
make any statement of his attitude.

Tokyo, Dec. 20.—The following re- 


port of the capture of North fort, east 
of Kekewan^jnountain, near Port Ar- 
thur, was telegraphed from General 
Nogi's headquarters: "At 2:15 o'clock 
on the afternoon of Dec. 18 part of 
our army blew up the parapets of the 
North fort of East Kekewan mountain 
and then charged. 
A fierce battle 


with hand grenades ensued. Owing to 
the stubborn resistance of the enemy 
with his machine guns our operations 
were temporarily suspended. Subse- 
quently, at 7 o'clock in the evening, 
General Semeamiam, commanding the 
supports, advanced into the casemates 
and, 
encouraging his men, threw his 


supports into the fighting line in a 
last brave charge. 
At 11:50 o'clock 


at night we completely occupied the 
fort, and immediately engaged in the 
construction of defensive works. Our 
occupation 
became firmly assured 


Sunday. Before retiring, the enemy 
exploded four mines in the neighbor- 
hood of the neck of the fort. We cap- 
tured five nine-centimeter field guns 
and two machine guns, as well as 
plenty of ammunition. The enemy left 
40 or 50 dead. Our casualties have 
not been investigated, but they are 
not heavy." 


The capture of the Kekewan fort 


was a complete surprise to the Rus- 
sian garrison, there having been no 
preparatory bombardment. Japanese 
sappers drove shafts 40 feet under the 
parapet of the fort from the escape- 
ment and moat. In these two tons of 
dynamite we;.: exploded simultaneous- 
ly, completely wrecking the interior of 
tbe fort, while siege and shrapnel 
guns shelled Russian troops in the 
vicinity. This occurred at 2 o'clock in 
the afternoon. A detachment of Jap- 
anese infantry made a headlong but 
premature dash and 60 of them be- 
came buried under a mass of debris, 
greatly delaying the attack. Despite 
this 
mischance another 
volunteer 


force dashed forward and captured the 
parapet. 
In the meantime the Rus- 


sians had been strongly reinforced, 
and a fierce hand-to-hand struggle 
with bayonets and grenades was con- 
tinued till near midnight, when the 
few Russian survivors retreated to the 
city and the fort was captured. Its 
construction displays the utmost sci- 
entific knowledge. 


Vice Admiral Togo reports: 
"There is no room left to doubt that 


the enemy's ships in the harbor of 
Port Arthur arc totally unfit for ser- 
vice. I have reason to believe that 
the battleship Sevastopol has been 
disabled by our attacks, but no rir'fi- 
nite data on which to pass final judg- 
ment has yet bf-' n obtained, it is cer- 
tain that at least six Russian torpedo 
boat destroyers remain intact in the 
harbor.

we should not be squeamish about ap- 
plauding the British plea for arbitra- 
tion voiced by Lord Lausdowne. -How- 
ever, it is but the years since 1S09, and 
some of us have not forgotten a situa- 
tion forcibly recalled by one sentence 
of Lausdowlie's Guildhall speech. Said 
he, "We can conceive of no more terri- 
ble punishment than the remorse of 
any minister or body of ministers who 
from loss of temper or desire of popu- 
larity bring upon the country the 
scourge and calamity of needless war."

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der certain restrictive conditions to cu 
the isthmian canal is a project on 
which Senator Charles H. Dietrich o 
Nebraska has some very pronounce* 
views, says the Washington corre 
spondent of the New York Post. Hi 
may use these as the basis for at leas 
a piece of tentative legislation in tin 
coming session. 


"One of the important problems in 


the construction of the Panama cana 
is the employment of labor," he saic 
the other day to a friend. "Another is 
the building of the canal with the leas 
possible loss of life. Modern methods 
will undoubtedly solve the latter, and 
I believe the employment of convic 
labor would help to solve the former. 


"An army* of 30,000 or 40.000 laborers 


would not be bard to raise. The ditB 
culty would be in its selection and in 
the improvement of the condition 01 
the canal region. Trade unions have 
memorialized the- government to builc 
the canal with union labor, and other 
organizations have sent to Washington 
the more liberal prayer that only Amer- 
ican labor be employed. Laudable ant 
patriotic as these requests are, it is 
doubtful if the cunal could be built en 
tirely under either plan. In the firsl 
place, it is questionable whether the 
trade unions of the United States can 
produce enough laboring men to carry 
oa the work. In the second place, be 
cause of the fact that unemployed la- 
bor of any kind is today a compara- 
tively scarce quantity in America, it 
would be difficult, if not impossible, to 
recruit the entire army in tbe States. 


"In the state, federal, military and 


naval prisons of the United States are 
confined approximately 50,000 men, of 
whom 25,000 are idle or are employed 
at contract labor. The others are em- 
ployed on government account at du- 
ties incidental to tbe care and main- 
tenance of their places of confinement 
Probably not more than half of the to- 
tal number of prisoners are ablebodied. 
Drawing the line of physical disability 
still further, probably 25 per cent are 
able to withstand the adverse condi- 
tions of a tropical climate. 
In the 


Louisiana penitentiary It was found 
that 25 per cent of the prisoners were 
physically able to perform work in the 
southernmost swamps of that state, 
where they were successfully employed 
n building levees under the most ad 


_-se conditions prevailing anywhere 


in the United States. 
Taking these 


figures as a basis, it is estimated that 
upward of 10,000 prisoners would be 
available for employment on the ca- 
nal." 


Would your idea be purely tbe sav- 


ing of money?" the senator was asked. 


By no means," he answered. 
"It 


woufd be in the interest of humanity 
quite as much. There always have 
been and always will be serious objec- 
rious to the confinement without em- 
ployment of persons who have violated 
:he law. Our prison stockades are a 
safeguard to society, but they are of 
ittle value in the way of improving 
the morals of those confined within 
them. The system is particularly bad 
where persons are confined without 
anything to do, a condition due some- 
times to local objections to the employ- 
ment of convict labor either under con- 
:ract or on government account. 
In 


manufactures the competition between 
convict labor and legitimate American 
abor may be unfair for the reason 
:hat convict labor can be more cheaply 
>erformed, especially if compulsory. 
To the use of such labor there are also 
economic objections. Jobbery in tbe 
etting of contracts alone has tended, 
o bring *!ie system into disrepute. 


But the foregoing objections do not 


lold in the employment of our prison- 
ers under military control in the con- 
•truction of tbe Panama canal and oth- 
er government works. Such a practice 
would be consistent with good judg- 
ment and not inconsistent with a fair 
and wise industrial policy. It would 
provide employment for our prisoners 
of a character in no way conflicting 
with skilled labor and, temporarily at 
east, would solve the problem of coin- 
letition between elective and penal I;i- 
>or. 
With such labor available the 


;overnment could undoubtedly under- 
take projects which could not other- 
wise be attempted." 


"Your notion would be, of course, 
hat the convicts would derive phys- 
cal benefit from this little excursion 
nto comparative freedom?" 
"The benefit would accrue not m^re- 


y to a convict's body, but to his mind. 
•norals and estate ns ivcl!. 
I need 


ardly remind you that our laws, poli- 
ies and methods of dealing with r-rim- 
nals result, so far as the offenders 
hemselves are concerned, in dcstro.v- 
HK rather than inspiring courage and 
elf respect. 
Persons are cast into 


'rison for a V>rm of years and then, 
fter all tfreir helpful social relations 
ave passed away, are turned out into 
he world practically penniless and 
•with blighted hopes. 
Imprisonment 


ecessarily reduces menial and phys- 
eal energy, nnd the condition of the 
released convict is therefore all the 
more deserving of studious considera- 
tion. 
Confinement without employ- 


ment is obviously bad for the prisoner 
in every way. Statistics show thnt a 
considerable proportion of such prls- 


oners go insane before the expiration 
of their sentences. My plan is to ob- 
viate this condition of affairs. 


"I am confident that the national 


government by the use of modern and 
scientific- methods will be able to estab- 
lish sanitary conditions on the caual 
zone which will make it fully as health- 
ful as the lowlands of the southern 
states, where our native labor has been 
successfully employed." 


"It has been said by eminent author- 


ity that persons should uot be em- 
ployed to remain continuously on the 
isthmus longer than a period of from 
six to twelve mouths. This may be a

"Certainly. 
In order to cany iuto 


effect the plan I have outlined for the 
use of convict Inbor in tbe building of 
tbe Panama canal, the enactment of 
new laws, both state aud federal, would 
be necessary. Every ablebodied con- 
vict should be given the option of go- 
ing or staying, but for those who 
choose to go a scale of commutation 
based upon their terms of sentence 
and periods of labor should be ar- 
ranged. For illustration, a convict sen- 
tenced to a certain number of years 
would have as much time deducted 
from his term of service UK he serves 
on the canal, conditioned upon bis good 
behavior. If his term is ten years, he 
would be released at the end of five 
years' service; if he serves less than 
half his term ou the zone and is then 
forced to return to his place of con- 
finement because of failure in health 
or other reasons, his sentence would be 
reduced a time e<jual to that given to 
the work. Under such a plan if a man 
sentenced to ten years' confinement 
gave four years' service and then re- 
turned, bis whole term would be re- 
duced eight years, leaving two to serve. 
Life prisoners might be discharged at 
the end of ten years' service. An equi- 
table plan could easily be devised, and 
it might be advantageous to allow even 
more liberal commutation of sentence." 


"Would you pay anything to tbe con- 


victs who consented to go to the isth- 
mus and work for the government?" 


"Yes. They would have to be trans- 


ported free to and from the zone, and 
an allowance should be made for their 
services. A fair rate of compensation 
•would be, say, 25 cents a day for each 
clay's actual work performed, 50 per 
cent of the sum to be paid to the pris- 
oner in cash on landing in the United 
States or final discharge, the remain- 
ing half to be paid in two equal install- 
ments at the expiration of three and 
six months respectively after dis- 
charge. The last two installments might 
be made conditional on a man's not 
having been arrested or convicted of 
any misdemeanor between the time of 
discharge and the dates of payment. 
Such a plan would be an inducement 
to prisoners to engage in the -work, and 
the pay allowed would give them a 
good cash fund with which to begin 
life anew after their liberation. It 
would enable them to seek honest em- 
ployment aud not resort, as statistics 
show that many of them do, to crime 
immediately after their discharge. 


"Serious objections might be made to 


the employment of convicts in govern- 
ment works were it compulsory. It 
should be expressly provided that only 
when volunteered could the services of 
prisoners be accepted, and then only 
after an examination as to physical 
ability. 
Under military supervision 


prisoners could be well cared for on 
the isthmus, aud the percentage of es- 
capes would be no larger than now."
